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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Suffolk provides no link to 
a web site describing the virus scanning performed on a specific email, in the manner claimed by, applicant. Similarly, applicant argues 
several other limitations that originally were in the dependent claims and were placed in the independent claims by applicant's 
amendment and thus now overcome the art of record. 

After amending the independent claims: 1.19 and 27 applicant asserted that no new search and/or consideration was required. 
The examiner points out that applicant did not maintain the same scope of the claims while amending the independent claims. In 
particular, independent claim 1 has received a limitation which originally was presented under independent claim 19; claim 19 has new 
limitations (previously claims 11, 12, and 45) that were only prese'nt under claim 1, and the independent claim 27 has four new 
limitations not previously dependent on claim 27. 

As a result a new search is warranted and and the amendment has not been entered.. 
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
